Citrus Institute February 20-21; 
Will Be Big Feature of Show 
This Year. Pageant of Peace 
and Victory. 





Vivid demonstration ‘that the frost 
did not seriously damage California's 
great citrus fruit crop will be stag- 
ed when the Ninth National Orange 
Show opens at San Bernardino on 
February 14 and continues until Feb- 
ruary ‘23. 

“Plans for the exposition have 
even ibeen enlarged on since .alarm- 
ists began to talk of ‘frost damage,” 
said General Manager F. M. Renfro. 
“Hvery district that plans to ex- 
hibit has sent word they will in- 
«crease their efforts te make the Or- 
| ange Show this year even greater 
and bigger than ever. 

“The Hastern tourists are arriving 
in greater numbers than in recent 
years, and the citrus fruit growers 
plan ‘to demonstrate to them, as well 
as to the people of California, the 
wonderful riches af beauty and 
wealth of ‘the ‘citrus fruit industry.” 
| Under leadership of Dr. H. J. Web- 
ber, of the cifrus experimental sta- 


tion, a citrus institute will be held |} 


at San Bernardino in eonnection 
with the Orange Show. It will be 
a two-day session, February 20 and 
21, and there will be both morning 
and afternoon sessions, which will 
be held at the Elks’ club. The pro- 
gram has ‘not been completed, but 
Dr. Webber announces that among 
the topics will be frost and freezes, 
fertilization, cultivation, irrigation 
and by-products. 

Dean Hunt of the University of 
California will be invited to be 
present. Agitation is expected to be 
renewed for a farm school for South- 
ern Qalifornia, which would be de- 
voted in a large measure to educa- 
tion ‘on citrus fruit culture.

Salute to the Flag

STITT WILSON, one of the greatest orators and advanced 
J thinkers in the state of California, has renewed his member- 

ship with the Methodist Episcopal chureh and will soon be 

numbered among the prominent preachers of the state. The 
News offers this as a suggestion, which with a lot of people will be 
decidedly unpopular, while with many others it will appeal to them 
as along the right line. J. Stitt Wilson gave a series of lectures at 
Chaffey Union High School not many months ago and all of the 
churches of Upland and Ontario united in making them a success, 
and they were a great success from every point of view. Ontario 
and Upland today have many churches, all of them doing good 
work and in charge of excellent pastors. Upland’s Presbyterian 
and Methodist churches united recently and excellent results have 
been obtained. The News suggestion is this: Why not the churches 
of Ontario and Upland united with Chaffey Union auditorium as 
the church center and J. Stitt Wilson as the preacher? 








N spite of the fact that newspapers by the score have ceased 
publication during the past few months and that consolida- 
tions have occurred in nearly every city and town where 
two newspapers or more were being published, the San 

Bernardino Sun announced in its issue of Sunday morning that, 
commencing with Monday the Sun would be published every day in 
the year. For many years the Sun has been published every day 
except Monday, but with the new order of things great improve- 
ments are to be made not only in the mechanical department but 
in the Sun news service as well. The News offers congratulations 
to the Sun which stands out as the foremost newspaper in the 
county, and may Editor R’ C. Harbison and his associates receive 
the hearty support of the people of the county. 

February first marked another notable change in newspaper- 
dom in Southern California, the latest being another change that 
follows in war’s wake. Announcement was made on that date of 
the consolidation of the Redlands Daily Facts, The Review, a morn- 
ing paper, disappearing, leaving the Facts the only newspaper in 
Redlands. 

Several causes contributed to this result. The tremendous in- 
crease in the cost of newspaper production that has caused the sus- 
pension of so many papers was the main factor, but the business 
men of Redlands also wished to be relieved of duplicate advertis- 
ing.
